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REPORT  OF  FIELD  SUPERVISOR  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Colebrook  Board  of  Education: 

The  teachers  and  I  appreciate  the  co-operation  and  help  of  the 
Board  and  parents  during  the  year  1931-32.  We  have  tried,  in  the 
schools  of  Colebrook,  to  follow  out  the  .following  aims: 

1.  Improvement  in  oral  and  written  English. 

2.  A  special  quest  for  each  castle  to  be  decided  by  the  inhabitants 
thereof  for  earnest  effort  and  definite  improvement.  This  to  be  pro- 
claimed at  fall  meeting  and  success  of  quest  demonstrated  at  spring 
meeting. 

3.  To  continue  our  monthly  magazine  work  that  we  may  keep 
parents  and  others  informed  of  what  we  are  doing.  No  school  can  long 
succeed  unless  the  community  understands  what  it  is  all  about. 

4.  To  have  each  Grade  I  Crusader  keep  a  list  of  words  mastered 
day  by  day. 

i    5.     Have   at  least   one   unit   plan   under  way    at   all   times  in   each 
school. 

6.  All  schools  with  Grades  5-6  work  out  month  by  month  for  the 
year  and  follow  a  plan  of  work  in  nature  study,  and  those  with  Grades 
7-8   for   agriculture. 

7.  To  carry  on  a  special  bicentennial  appreciation  study  oif  George 
Washington  and  his  times  and  make  a  newspaper  size  George  Wash- 
ington book  in  each  schoolroom  and  plan  to  exhibit  it  at  the  fair  next 
October.  To  have  from  February  to  November,  1932,  in  each  school 
frequent  George  Washington  plays  and  pageants. 

8.  To  hold  a  fall  and  spring  public  meeting  at  each  school  and 
invite  everyone  nearby  to  come,  and  be  sure  to  include  the  School  Board. 
These  meetings  to  be  clear  expositions  Oif  what  the  school  is  doing  and 
planning  to  do.  These  meetings  are  not  for  the  purpose  of  entertain- 
ments. They  may  be  called  demonstration  meetings. 

9.  To  gather  and  arrange  the  special  tests  and  papers,  grade  by 
grade,  for  each  pupil  for  the  time  it  has  been  in  school  in  an  individual 
envelope  for  reference.  This  envelope  to  be  passed  to  the  central 
office  in  June  and  back  to  school  the  following  September. 

10.  To  take  Otis  Group  Test,  Grades  3-8,  in  fall  term,  Columbian 
in  Grades  3-8  and  Haggerty  in  Grade  2  in  winter  term  and  Stanford 
and  Columbian  in  spring  term.  To  give  these  careful  thought  and  so 
find  what  parts  oif  the  work  with  each  Crusader  needs  special  attention. 
To  acquaint  each  Crusader  with  his  and  her  greatest  quest  and  suggest 
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ways  to  improve.  All  to  be  done  with  hope  and  encouragement  for  the 
Crusader. 

11.  To  continue  a  co-operative  plan  in  operating  schools  whereby 
pupils  and  teachers  co-operate  in  rules,  plans,  aims  and  in  all  work  and 
play  with  the  idea  that  each  pupil  may  be  given  responsibility  and  a 
chance  for  purposeful  and  directed  activity  that  is  co-operately  planned, 
also,  a  chance  to  lead  and  direct  others,  and  to  live  in  a  happy,  social 
and  lifelike   situation    at   school. 

12.  To  have  in  each  school  the  daily  schedule  posted,  the  objective 
and  the  special  quest  as  constant  reminders  and  to  have  special  con- 
struction work  of  thoughts,  of  wood,  cloth,  paper  or  other  material  going 
on  to  illustrate  subject  matter,  also,  some  outside  constructive  work, 
e.  g.  Campville,  "Tog  Cabin  Days  in  Harwinton,"  if  it  is  needed  for 
better  illustration  of  the  work  in  hand  as  undertaken.  The  surround- 
ings of  some  schools  afford  better  opportunities  than  others,  'but  surely 
each   rural  school  can  find  something  in  the  surroundings  to   use. 

13.  To  give  special  attention  to  nature  study  drawings  for  fall, 
winter,  spring,  for  the  fair  next  October. 

14.  To  have,  in  imagination,  each  school  (building  become  a  castle 
and  all  become  Good  English  Crusaders  and  with  sword  and  shield, 
real  and  imaginary,  fight  our  battles  mist  story,  poem,  pictures,  games, 
music,  story  telling,  song  and  the  sound  of  musical  instruments.  Grades 
1-4  to  be  Pages,  Grades  5-7  to  be  Esquires,  and  Grade  8  candidates  for 
Knight   Crusaders  at  the  Grand  Tournament   in  June,   1932. 

15.  To  entertain  in  a  friendly  spirit  of  good  comradeship  all 
visitors  at  our  castles  and  relate  to  them  in  detail  what  each  Crusader 
is  doing. 

16.  To  use  all  means  in  our  ipower  to  have  our  school  become  at 
Least  a  "Good  School"  as  per  last  year's  rating  of  schools. 

In  addition  to  the  Good  English  objective  for  all  schools,  each 
school    set    up    ;i    special    Quest    as    follows: 

Center   Grammar — Improvement    in    oral    and    silent    Reading. 

Center    Primary — Improvement    in    oral    and    silent    Heading. 

Forge     Improvement  in  English. 

Colehrook   River     Improvement   in    English.

Report  of  Field  Supervisor  of  Schools 


To  the  Colebrook  Board  of  Education: 

For  the  past  year  in  the  schools  of  Colebrook,  we  have  worked 
especially  for  improvement  in  the  use  of  oral  and  written  English 
and  for  a  wider  knowledge  of  Literature. 

Our  detailed  aims  for  the  past  year  have  in  part  been  as  follows: 

1.  With  the  idea  of  operating  schools  on  less  money,  the  ques- 
tion of  more  economical  uses  of  books  and  supplies  has  become  vital 
and  will  take  careful  planning. 

2.  To  find  ways  to  motivate  the  work  in  order  to  secure  and 
maintain  enthusiasm  and  interest  among  teachers  and  pupils. 

3.  To  keep  in  touch  with  the  pupils  from  these  towns  who  are 
in  high  school,  to  the  extent  that  their  record  of  progress  be  made 
known  to  the  upper  grade  children  as  an  inspiration  or  a  warning 
for  their  guidance. 

4.  To  develop  in  each  school  continued  interest  in  activities 
in  school  and  on  the  playground,  co-operative  planning  and  work 
tending  to  give  children  more  responsibility. 

5.  The  planning  by  children  and  teachers  of  group  activities 
including  work  and  games,  art,  music,  literature,  poems,  plays, 
dramatization,  and  the  making  and  using  of  materials  for  work  that 
is  self-instructive  and  self-corrective. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  tried  to  provide  for  the  natural 
responses  of  the  children: 

1.  Where  one  must  be  sensitive  to  the  personalities  of  others. 

2.  Where  one  must  feel  the  necessity  of  co-operation  among 
members   of    a   social    group. 

3.  Where  speech  and  writing  are   required. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  each  school  has  had  its  special  needs 
as  follows: 

Center  Grammar — Health. 
Center  Primary — Nature  Study. 
Forge — Spelling. 
Colebrook  River — Literature.
